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For: FACE MASK WITH SEAL AND NEUTRALIZER 

This is a decision on the petition filed on April 27, 2005, under 37 CFR. 1 .102(c) to make special 
the above identified application because of the age/health of the applicant. Since the 
requirements of the M.P.E.P Section 708.02 IV have been met, the petition will be GRANTED. 

The examiner is directed (1) to make an interference search for possible interfering applications,
